The London Daily Newa surveys the field of
hoitilities as follows:—"The Prussisns have
croseed the Eider, and the Austrians have fallen
back, By this means the King secures the mesns
of exerclsing the sovercignty to which he lays
cluim in Holstemn, and puts it out ol the power
ol the Emperor to hinder him. Ii, then, the
publiciste correctly define war as that state in
which we prosecute our right by loree, the war
hag begun, although not & shot has been fired,
1t bas been semioffclally announeced m Vienna,
that Austria will breag off diplomatic relations
with Prussia a8 soon as the King hae recilled
his plenipotentinry at the Federal Diet, It is
etated that M, Drouyn de Lhuys bas addressed a
cireular note to the representatives ot France at
the German Courts, in which he requests them
ta impress upon the middle and minor States the
importance of remaining completely neawral in
the event of bosulities between Austris and
Proesia.

A PRACAE BRTWEEN AUSTRIAX AND
TROOVE,

On aceount of the very serions fracas between
Proesian and Austrian troops, in the neighbor-
hood of Kiel, that city and its vicinity have been
divided into two distriots, one of which is exciu-
sively for the Pruseiang, the other for the Auns-
trisne, If, in matters of serviee, s soldier is
obliged to go into the ‘“‘enemy’s" territory, he
must have a permit to do so. A Prussinn murine
goldier, who died from wounds 1eceived in the
tight, has been buried at Kiel with great so-
lemnity. From Rendsbure there are also reports
of “rows.,” and even bloodsbed, between the
allied armies quartered in the barracks st Neo-
werk.

PRUSSIA,
REMARKABLE DESTATCH PROM COUNT BISMARK.

The lollowing has been sent by Count Bis-
mark to the Prussian representatives abroad:—

“1 bave already commnnicated to your Excel-
lency, at o former period, the despatch [ ad-
dreseed vpon the Tth of last month to the King's
Ambasspdor in Vienna, in reference to Count
Menedorfl’s note of April 26, upon the question
of the Elbe Duchies. 1 purposely selected for
that communication the form of a contidential
statement, not intended to be conveved in copy
because experience has taught me that a roal
understanding I8 nol promoted by the exchange
of documents, which are wont immediately to
obtain pubﬂcit,\'; and becanse it was the first
wish of the Kwne's Government still to offer or
leave open to the Vieuna Cabivet the possibilivy
of an approach.

““We had aleo, at firet, catise to assume that
thig step ol ours would be appreciated at Vienna,
aud judging from his remarks to Baron von
Werther, Count Mensdorfl seemed to have per-
ceived in it such a possibllity. Indeed, the tenor
of our communirntion, wberever it Lrapspired,
wis looked upon us u symptom of cordial leeling
increasing hopes in the pre-ervation of peace,

“We have waited in vatn for a reply, or even
for & mere expression of the Emperor's Ambas.

sador upon the subject. !

“We are forced, on the contrary, to. consider
the declaration d livered by the Audtrion Gov-
ernment at the Federn) Det at Frankford vn.
the Main, on June 1, ag the answer to our con.
ciliatory overturcs. In that decaration, after a
retrogpective stutement at variarce with incts
and offensive to Prussia, Avsiria hands over to
the Diet the decision upon the Sehleswig-Hol-
stem question, and at the sawe time gives notice
of an act ol sovereignty in Holstemn, iz, :—the
Convoeation of the Estates—which she is uot
entitled to undertuke single-handed, from the
moment when she released hersell from the
Gasteln Treaty, by reference to the Diel, and
thereby substituted the old relation of the co-
porsession tor the recent geographical divisiou.

*“We have already protested at Vienna agaiost
this unfustifiable and one-sided act, as against
the equally unjustiinle disposal of our rights
by handing them over to the Diet, and reserve
to us 1o take turther steps,

“HBut firet I cannot reirain from declaring that
in this progeeding of the Austrin Government
we are unable to perceive anything but rhe in-
tention of a direct provocation, aud the desire
joreibly to bring about a breach and war,

“All our information aerees that the determi-
nation 10 mase war upon Prussin is firmly set-
tied at Vienon.

“T may confidentiully acquuint your Exgel-
lency, by his Mujesiy's aesire, that, at the time
when we addreseed the conc'listory communi-
cation above mentioned to Venna, the King,
actuated by the duty of preserving peace as long
as possible, readily Hstened to a propoeal for
direct understanding made from an impartinl
quarter at Vienns, and first communicated to
his Majesty, without the pnrn{'il[lmfton of the
Ministry, in order to sscertain whether his Ma-
jesty the Emperor of Austna was still actuated
by the wish of maintsmnive peace, The pro-
posal was to treat the Schleswig-Holstein and
the Federal Retorm questions in common (solid-
arisch), and by this connegtion to facilitate
the solution of both. The n:gotiations, sup
ported by the most councillatory desires on
the part of the wediators, have, as his
Majesty Inlorms me, ounly demonstrated that
4 ocomresponding feellng no longer exists at
Vienna. They have shown, notwithsisnding
the Emperor's theoretical love of peace, that
craving for war dominates every other considera-
tion throughout his enrire Council, even among
those who, to our knowleage. formerly voted

alnst the war, and even aguainst the prepara-
tions and armaments, and that this eraving las
now also g!ill(‘d decisive influence over the Ea-
peror himsell. Not only wus theer mandested
an eutire absence of all and every readiness to
enter even Into confidential negotlations, and to

* discuss the possibilities of an recment, but
expressions of influentinl Auvsirian statesmen
and councilloro of the Emperor have been re-
ported to the King from an autbenle source,
which leave no doubt that the Imperial Minis-
ters desire war at un\'dp:-wu. partly in the hope
of successes in the field, partly to tide over do-
mestie diticulties—nay, even with the expressed
intention of assisting the Austrian tfinnnces by
Prusgian contributions, or by an "“honorable”
hankruptey. ) )

*The acts of the Austrian Government eoin-
oide only too aconrately with this intentlon.

*] have mentioned above that we are com-
pelled to recognize a direct provooation in the
declaration dellvered at the Diet, It has only
one meaning: that if the Vienna Cabinet intends
to tollow it up immediatel yjwith the expressed
breach, for it eunnot have expected that we
should tamely submit to this attack upon our
riehts. In another guestion the forced loan
ordered in Venetls, which impresses a sting of
additional bitlerness upon circumstances, Showa
that Austris will only make use of the extremest
means towards Italy ‘also, Corresponding with
this are the reserves with which, aceording to
the information recelved here, she wocoinpanied
her answer to the mvitation to the Conference
and which, as we hear, are upderstood by wil
the thiee powers us et‘ululaul to & relusal.

“After the form of the invitation had, by ne-
gotiation between the \nviting powers, been
expressly 80 drawn up that Austria should be
able to accept it withont committiog hersell to

anything tn advance, and without being com-
pelled to make reserves, it s preciscly the

Vie:}:m Cabinet that readers all these labors
futile,

“Behind this we can only see the decided In-
tention upon the purt of Austria of forciog on
war with Prussia, and of, at most, making use
ol negotiations as to the Congres: to gain time
by procrastination for her own not entirely
completed arrangements, but especially for
thoese of her allles. The tact ot war is & settied
determination st Vienna; the only forther point
i# to choose the favorable moment to begin.

**This conviction is forced upon us with im-
perative necessity by the most recent facts, and
we consider that only an intentionally prejndiced
view can come to an opposite conclosion, Faots
now speak too loudly lor gossip based solely
upon eonjectures, combinations, falsely inter-
preted statements, and empty rumors as to the
warlike longings of Prussin not to daindle into
nothingness in comparison. Perhaps we shull at
last be belleved when we solemnly protest
ugningt aoy notion of wishing to make good our
cluitns 10 the Duchies by foree, and with disre-
gard to the righis of the copossessor, Now, too,

robably it will not be difficult to understand
rlle el motives of the armaments by which
Austrin has given rise to the proswent crisis, anild
whose removal by means of Congress she has
turther taken care to render impossible by the
attitude she pas assumed,

the expediency of immediate war., ltaly ean
now only see salety in such a course. Her
levies are so large, her expenses 8o enormous in
propertion to her means, the enthusiasm of the
prople has been so roused, such multitudes ol
men heve flocked 1Lto the army, that to return to
w stute of political quliet and expectation would,
in the opimon of [tallan politicians, be equiva-
lent to national ruin.  With her, to draw back
would be tatel, while to stand still and allow
the country 1o be crushed by a war expendi-
ture i impossible, The *“revolution,” to use the
Continenial phrase, has been called to the aid
of the Itallan Uovernment; and this same revo-
lution 18 & spirit which is not easily laid when
it has once been svmmoned, We may then ex.

King ol Prussia and his Migister may well hesi-
tate when they see what misery they have caused
wnd what & spirit may soon be roused. The con-
scription presses with tremendous severity on
the Prussian people. The country, though richer
and more indusirious than formerly, has not in-
corepged 1o population to a degree which will
admit of such enormous gatherings of men. The
army which 1s actoslly in the field s said to
amount to two bupdred and eighty thousand
gehiing men, with fifty-ive thousand aceesso-
res, There are one hundred and ten thousand
depol troops and one bundred snd twenty thou-
subd of the first ban of the Landwehr in garri-
song, In times of enthusinsm like 1513 these
calle for Hesh and blood may be answerad
without unwillingnesg; but a war to please
8 Mimster, or even to gaina seacoast and
a fine harbor, must not make too great de-
mands, The requirements of the State have
now been beyond all hounds. A population of
less than uinetern millions is expected to sup
port an army of more than hall & million of men
on aciive service, To make up the number, the
clerk is taken from the counting house, the
tradesman from his shop, and the peasant from
the field. Women are everywhere performing
more than their usual share of the hard and
coarse work of the world, An uct of hostility
on the part ol Austria, such us the entrance of
Marshal Benedek Into Prussisn territory, might
make the people forget these hardshipe in
hatred of the enemy, but st present the discon-
fent ik chiefly with their own Government, Not
uaoti] the enemy has siruck a blow will the King
have a really zenlous and warllke army, As
long ae pence I8 preserved there 1s the possibility
that this disposition of the Prussiun people may
huve some inffuence upon the ministerial policy.

The people of Germany, though proverbially
tlow of movement, are ming greatly ex-
oited me the prospect of war approaches. M.
Seingueriet, the correspondent of the Parle
Temps, who, from lus knowledge of Germany,
= well qualitied to give an accurate represenia-
tion of the popular sentiment, writes as lollows
trom Heidelberg, onder date of June b:—'"'For
some daye past the Buvarian capital bns been
the theatre of riotous scenes, Deplorable ex
cosées have been commitied by vhe populsoe,
The Landwelir nave used thelr arms, and blood
has been shed, At tiret the popular passions were

directéd nguinst eowe beer shops,  In the
midst of wild cries stones were flung agninst
these shope, the windows and shutters

broken, and the furniture destroyed. The day
belore yesterday the shops of the butehers,
bakers, nod the houses ol rome Jews were at-
tacked, Officers and gendarnmnes were maltieated.
Showers of stones were flung at the Landwebr,
who tired on the people, One man was killed
and twenty wounded., This ferment has been
attribuled to the intimate relatione which exist
between the King and Richard Wagner, but
thosge relations have had nothiog to do in pro-
ducing it. The riot is in no way connected with
politics, but it is an evidence of the revoluilonary
teeling which possesses the people beyond the
Rbine, The Ullramontane party, who arc
workine heaven and earth to muke the young
King unpopular, and to force him to abdicate,
will take advantage of these deplorable sircet
riots to guin their end,

“lo Prussia, where 200,000 fumilios have been
deprived ol their means o1 support, discoutent
i¢ increasing in Tmpnr!mn a8 want (= extendine,
Already nafional workshops, like thuse of Paris
in 1848 have been organized tor the purposs of
fiuding emplovwent for the people, Hunger is
0 bad political ecowomist, apd as a4 new prool
of this some thousande of the Berlin working-
wen held a meeting ontside the walls, in which
they clamorously demnnded the expulsion of
foreign artisange. In the provinces numerous
corfilets have taken place between the men of
the recerve and their officers. At Cologne un
othicer who tried to arrest a man belonging to
the Lanawher, who had not salnted him, was
pelted by the market women with potatoss,
carrote, and cabbages, and forced to rake
refuge in the guard-houre. Similar scenes have
oceulred in various other places, The antago-
nism between the iroops of the line, who are tor
war, and the Landwehr, who are for peace, i«
vexy marked. The threats of war have thrown
the whole population brtween Luandau and Co-
logne into o teverish exatement. The report of
the snle of the coal mines of Saarbruck, which
bus never heen beldly denied; the withdrawal
of ulmosi all Lbe troops, and the unserupitlous
character of Count Bismark, have raiged the
sueplcion among the people that they are to be
transigrred 10 Frunce. The agtation which
began In Rbhenish Hesse has rapidly spread
alone the whole Rhie, The anniversary ot the
restoration ol the provinee to Germany has been
celebrated In the smallest hamlets. A Nuational
Defense Committee has been formed at Franken-
thal, and numerous weetings have been held at
Neustadt, Bingen, Ipgelheim, ete, Energetic
protests have been made against the possibility
of dismemberment, and 4 general arming of the
people has been demanded.”

The German Castoms Duties During War

during the war, Under the Zollverein treaties
the duties are levied by each State on its fron-
tier, the sum tots] being subsequently portioned
oul according to a fixec I'nLIO;‘L.Il it is improba
ble thut if Saxony, Wurtewmburg, and Hes=e side
with Austria, Prossin will regard the payment
ol duty to these States as sutlicient w secure the
admission of merchandise into her territory. In
all Hkelihood the Prussinn Custom House offi-
cers will bave to follow in the wake of the
urmy, and will declare the Zollverein irontier to
be identieal with the shitting position of their
military lines, However, as the German people
have been too long accustomed to the inculeu-
lable advantages of the Zollverein to do withont
it, It ie to be expected that, whatever territorial
divislons be brought ubout by the war, the com-
mercinl upon, at least, will be so renewed ns 10
iuclude the greater part of Germany, if not, as
now, nearly the whole,

The first of the Fepian invaders who wade or
attempted pno concealment of his objects, was
captured to-day upon the arrival of the tender
trom the City of New York, when that vessel
approached the bharbor on her homeward voyage.

One ol the parsengers, Richard Quinn, who 1s
a shoemwaker when not emploved in miliary
attairs, requested the captaim to steam directly
into Queenstown, us he had particular business
there. The capiain objected, as he had to go on
to Liverpool, and suggested that the tender
mightanswer a8 well. Quinn at frat was dis-
posed to dissent from this view, but when the
tender came alongside he aunounced himself
sabigtied. As soon as she was fast by the
versel, he jumped on  board  her, and
pulling out, theéatrically, # Fenian g,
waved it over his hend, and completed the ta-
blean by brandishing & pistol. A single detective,
however, who was on board, came forward and
ariested himw, The valiant Fenian made no at-
tempt at resistance, but as soon as he gaw the
policeman approsching him he Aung the platol
over the side, When the tender landed he was
searched, and there were found upon hiw, be-
sides the preity piece of silk he had been flour-
iehing, 8 dagger and a revolver., His banner
was about a yurd loag by two fect wide, of green
silk, with a white cross, around which wis o
olrele, ball’ of which was compored of sham.
rocks, and the other hulf was made up with the
inscription, *In hoo signo vincis."
